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REMARKS 

No claims have been canceled, amended or added in this paper. Therefore, claims 1 -96, 1 08, 
1 14, 124, 126 and 128 are pending. Of these claims, claims 1-59, 76-81, 96, 108, 1 14, 124, 126 and 
128 are non-elected claims, as explained further below. Accordingly, claims 60-75 and 82-95 are 
under active consideration. 

In the outstanding Office Action, the Patent Office issued the following restricfion 
requirement: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-23, drawn to a plastic fastener classified in class 
411, subclass 904. 

II. Claims 24-59 and 76-8 1 , drawn to a fastener clip, classified 
in class 206, subclass 345. 

IIL Claims 60-75 and 82-95, drawn to a method of fixing 
articles together, classified in class 29, subclass 428. 

IV. Claim 96, dravmto atool having an anvil guard, classified 
in class 227, subclass 67. 

V. Claims 108 and 124, drawn to a tool having a linking 
member and triggering mechanism, classified in class 227, subclass 
67. 

VL Claim 1 14, drawn to a tool having a feed guide, classified 
in class 227, subclass 67. 

VII. Claims 126 and 128, drawn to a tool with a casing for 
completely containing a clip of fasteners, classified in class 227, 
subclass 67. 

In response to the foregoing restriction requirement, AppHcants respectfully elect Group III, 
claims 60-75 and 82-95. 
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It is respectfully submitted that the present application is in condition for allowance. Prompt 
and favorable action is earnestly solicited.
